WEDNESDAY  APRIL  14 

Passover,  the  Festival  commemorating  Israel’s  deliverance 
from  the  yoke  of  Egyptian  bondage  3,500  years  ago,  will  be  ushered 
in  an  Wednesday  evening,  April  14  and  will  be  obersved  for  a period 
of  eight  days  until  sundown,  Thursday,  April  22. 

Passover  has  become  a symbol  of  humanity’s  first  Festival  of 
Freedom.  To  our  people,  however,  it  is  more  than  a lesson.  Rich  in 
symbolism,  it  provides  a unique  method  of  identification  with  the 
faith  and  eternity  of  the  Jewish  people.  It  is  the  holiday  that  gives 
stress  to  our  role  as  guardian  of  the  young,  for  they  have  a special 
part  in  its  celebration.  It  is  the  holiday  that  attempts,  in  a most 
picturesque  way,  to  convey  to  its  celebrants  the  joy,  beauty  and 
feeling  of  our  heritage  of  which  it  is  part. 


Israel’s  Unfinished  Business 

Five  wars  in  28  years  mean  that  human  needs  are  put  off,  time 
and  time  again.  The  delays  have  spelled  bitterness  and  frustration 
for  earlier  generations  of  Israel’s  immigrants  — particularly  Jews 
from  Moslem  countries  of  Asia  and  North  Africa,  who  make  up  64% 
of  Israel’s  population. 

Leaving  behind  centuries  of  poverty,  illiteracy  and  fear,  they 
came  to  Israel  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands  dreaming  of  a better 
life.  These  Sephardim  settled  largely  in  agricultural  settlements, 
development  towns  and  outlying  districts. 

Unable  to  move  quickly  into  the  mainstream  of  Israeli  society, 
because  they  had  few  skills  and  little  education,  a social  gap 
developed.  The  gap  widens  each  time  we  defer  social  programs  for 
lack  of  funding. 

The  gap  in  housing:  One  of  every  four  Jewish  children 
lives  in  overcrowded  conditions  — more  than  three  to  a room.  Plans 
to  spend  $26  million  to  build  new  housing  for  65,000  immigrant 
families  have  been  deferred  for  a second  time. 

The  gap  in  education:  70%  of  Sephardi  children  have  less 
than  a 9th  grade  education,  only  one  in  ten  ever  makes  it  through 
high  school,  and  a mere  15%  of  those  attend  college.  The  impact  of 
this  year’s  budget  cuts  on  education  are  severe.  Plans  to  extend  free 
compulsory  education  through  the  10th  grade  have  been  postponed 
and  High  School  tuition  will  increase  by  50%. 

The  gap  in  income:  More  than  70%  of  Sephardi  families  live 
on  income  less  than  half  the  average  Israeli’s.  In  1976,  higher  taxes 
and  spiralling  food  costs  will  mean  tremendous  hardships  for 
families  already  on  the  poverty  line. 

The  people  of  Israel  do  not  have  natural  resources,  so  the 
development  of  brain-power  is  essential  to  provide  the  skills 
necessary  to  eard  a living.  The  support  of  programs  for  children 
who  could  not  otherwise  afford  an  education  is  therefore  vitally 
important. 

There  are  children  from  illiterate  backgrounds,  children  who 
do  not  speak  Hebrew  and  children  from  highly  cultured  environ- 
ments, all  in  need  of  an  education. 

The  Jewish  Agency’s  1976  education  budget  has  been 
slashed  by  $7  million.  The  impact  of  these  cuts  on  Israeli 
children  is  beyond  calculation.  The  people  of  Israel  have  the  third 
highest  rate  of  university  attendance  in  the  world.  They  also  have 
an  illiteracy  tate  of  10%.  Plans  to  extend  free  compulsory  education 
through  the  10th  grade  have  been  postponed. 

Though  94,000  students  will  receive  scholarship  assistance 
from  the  Jewish  Agency  in  1976,  many  children,  primarily  from 
poor  families,  will  not  be  able  to  afford  the  50%  increase  in  school 
tuition.  Their  families  cannot  give  up  even  the  meager  incomes 
these  youngsters  can  bring  in. 

Though  Israel’s  seven  universities  serve  52,000  students,  if 
they  are  to  survive  the  twin  pressures  of  inflation  and  budget 
cutbacks,  they  must  have  help.

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VAAD  REPORT 

by  David  Loeb, 

President,  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha'lr 

After  several  weeks  of  study  and  soul-searching,  the 
U.J.A.  Budget  & Allocations  Committee  has  finally  come  up 
with  recommendations  for  the  disposition  of  the  funds  raised 
in  last  year’s  campaign.  The  subsidies  cover  agency 
operations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  J une  30, 1 976. 

The  Committee  faced  two  basic  problems.  One  was  to 
reconcile  increased  local  requirements  with  our  responsibility 
to  Israel.  The  second  complication  was  a short-fall  of  some 
$240,000.  as  compared  with  1974.  What  has  become  patently 
clear  is  that  we  are  simply  not  raising  enough  to  satisfy  all  the 
demands  being  made  on  the  central  community  fund.  More 
money  will  be  needed  in  1976  even  with  the  restraints  and  belt- 
tightening measures  we  are  insisting  that  our  agencies 
introduce  when  planning  their  budgets  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1977. 

I wish  to  thank  Norman  Zagerman,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  and  his  colleagues  for  executing  a difficult  and 
time-consuming  task  with  dedication  and  responsibility. 
They  cut  as  much  as  possible  and  then  consulted  with 
campaign  and  agency  leadership  before  reaching  a final 
conclusion.  The  figures  which  appear  below  are  self- 
explanatory,  but  if  you  have  any  questions,  I will  be  pleased  to 
hear  from  you.  The  Vaad  is  the  steward  of  these  funds  and  has 
the  responsibility  to  donors  to  report  on  their  disposition. 
Moreover,  as  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  the  1976  campaign, 
it  is  important  for  you  to  understand  the  way  in  which  your 
contributions  are  used  for  health,  welfare  and  humanitarian 
purposes  in  Israel  and  the  maintenance  of  Jewish  life  in 
Ottawa.

A Time  to  Remember 


BORN  IN  THE  FOREST 

A Holocaust  Story 

It’s  the  spring  of  1 942  and  a Jewish  family  sits  together  in  a little  town  in  Russia  celebrating  Passover. 
Mother  is  pregnant  and  1 942  does  not  seem  to  be  a good  year  to  bring  another  Jewish  baby  into  the  world. 

The  Germans  have  not  yet  come  into  the  town  but  the  Russian  Forces  have  left  and  the  Germans 
should  be  moving  in  any  day  now.  There  are  reports  that  the  Germans  are  putting  Jews  into  ghettos  in  each 
town  that  they  capture  and  that  some  are  being  shot. 

Mother  and  father  do  not  know  what  to  do.  They  have  lived  in  this  town  their  entire  lives  and  have 
many  Jewish  and  non-Jewish  relatives  and  Friends.  Should  they  stay  or  leave?  If  they  leave,  where  should 
they  go?  In  the  end,  they  decide  to  stay;  perhaps  the  stories  about  the  Germans  are  just  stories. 

May,  1942.  The  Germans  arrive  with  a Lithuanian  detachment.  The  town  is  sealed  off.  Jews  are 
ordered  to  move  into  a ghetto.  Able-bodied  men  and  women  must  register  to  work  for  the  Germans.  My 
parents  register  and  Mother  is  able  to  conceal  the  fact  that  she  is  pregnant.  But  it  s only  a matter  of  time  till 
thy  find  out. 

June,  1942.  Life  is  somehow  normal  in  the  village.  The  work  for  the  Germans  is  hard  but  there  is 
enough  food  and  the  living  quarters  are  not  too  bad.  Concealing  Mother’s  pregnancy  is  becoming  more 
difficult.  She  is  beginning  to  show  and  the  work  is  very  hard  for  her.  Should  the  baby  be  aborted?  Other 
women  are  doing  this.  My  parents  decide  that  they  are  going  to  have  their  baby. 

July,  1942.  My  parents  return  home  after  a tiring  day’s  work  and  there  is  a loud  knock  on  their  door.  A 
gentile  neighbour  who  is  friendly  with  my  Mother  is  outside  our  door.  She  is  shaking.  “They  re  coming  for 
you  tonight.  You’re  going  to  be  taken  away”.  She  had  overheard  two  Lithuanian  soldiers  who  were  staying 
in  her  house  talking  about  the  deportation.  “You  must  leave  now.  Run  to  the  forest.  Maybe  the  partisans 
will  help  you”. 

So  they  ran  and  ran  and  ran  and  finally  reached  the  forest.  That  night  all  the  Jews  in  the  town  were 
rounded  up  and  deported  by  the  Germans.  None  were  ever  to  return . 

Mother  and  father  wandered  in  the  forest  for  days  until  they  were  found  by  a band  of  partisans.  There 
were  Jews  among  the  partisans  and  they  were  safe.  In  December  of  1942  my  sister  Fran  was  born  in  that 
forest. 


How  does  one  commemorate  the  death  of  six  million  Jews?  It 
is  no  easy  task,  to  be  sure.  Even  Elie  Wiesel,  Auschwitz 
survivor  and  Holocaust  novelist,  expressed  difficulty  in 
finding  a proper  observance.  Wrote  Wiesel:  “What  must  one 
say?  How  many  candles  should  one  light,  now  many  prayers 
should  one  recite,  and  how  many  times?  Perhaps  someone 
knows  the  answer.  I don’t.  I am  still  searching....” 

We  too  are  searching.  And  while  there  is  no  answer,  there  is  at 
least  one  thing  we  can  do.  That  is,  to  light  a Yahrzeit  candle 
on  the  night  of  the  annual  observance  of  Yom  Ha-Shoah 
(Holocaust  Day).  Yom  Ha-Shoah  is  now  observed  in  Israel 
and  throughout  the  world  on  the  27th  of  Nisan.  This  year  it 
falls  on  Monday  night,  and  Tuesday,  April  26-27.  The 
Holocaust  Memorial  Committee  asks  every  Jewish  family  in 
Ottawa  to  light  a candle  Monday  night  for  the  six  million 
martyrs  of  the  Holocaust. 

One  of  the  primary  commandments  (mitzvot  of  our  day  is  to 
remember.  As  Jews  we  must  never  forget  the  evil  perpetuated 
upon  our  people  only  a generation  ago.  Lighting  this  Yarhzeit 
candle  will  help  us  fulfill  part  of  our  obligation  to  remember 
the  Six  Million. 

In  Shakespeare’s  celebrated  play,  Hamlet  implores  his  friend 
Horatio  to  inform  the  world  after  Hamlet’s  death  of  the 
misdeeds  that  led  to  the  dismal  scene  of  Hamlet’s  demise. 
“Tell  my  story”,  he  says.  If  the  six  million  Jewish  martyrs 
could  speak  today,  they  would  say  to  us:  Remember!  Zakhor! 
Tell  our  story! 

The  Yahrzeit  candle  and  a suitable  prayer  are  the  very  least 
we  can  do  to  help  assure  the  immortality  to  which  they  are 
entitled.
